His genius and promiling parts, 
even atthat time, had aitracied 
pretty general notice ; for, in the 
year 1060, he had publifhed his A- 
retina, a ferious Romance; and, in 
150:, he was pitched upon by the 
friends of the Marquis of Argyle, 
to defend him againit a charge ot 
hich treafon. On this occafion his 
fame was not tarniihbed, but having, 
in the heat of his argument, dropt 
fome expreflions which were conti- 
dered as rather difloyal, he was re- 
primanded by the Court; to which 
he returned, with great boldnets,
